Clark went to Lloyd’s aid, and Wil- 
liams worked for Rvan of New York for 
chairman. He succeeded in getting all 
the anti-Lloyd candidates to combine on 
Ryan, but even then Llovd, backed by 
he other Missouri congressmen and their 
friends from the Central West, defeat- 
ed the Williams forces. 

That fight gave a decided boom to the 
stock of Clark in the speakership race 
Another thing that helped is the fact 
that Williams, having been chosen Sen- 
ator from Mississippi, will retire from 
the House next March, although 
term as Senator will not begin until two 
years later. 

This will give Clark virtually undis- 
puted accession to the Democratic lead- 
ership, which means the speakership if 
the Democrats are in the majority. The 
only other aspirant mentioned is Repre- 
sentative Henry of Texas, a young man. 

Clark is ene of the prominent figures 
constantly on the floor of the House. 
His seat is well forward and near the 
center of the Democratic side, and he is 
always in it when the House is in ses- 
sion. 


CLARK RARELY GOBS 

TO HIS NEW OFFICE, 

Clark is ene of the few members who 
rarely go to their new offices in the 
magnificent House Office Building. He 
Says that is a workshop for his secre- 
tary, Wallace Bassford of Mexico, and 
often for several weeks at a time he 
never visits it, doing all his work either 
at his home or at his desk in the House. 

Some persons have complained that 
Mr. Clark always reads when the House 
is in session. He is rarely without a 
book or paper during the debates and 
speeches, and does not seem to be pay- 
ing any attention to what is going on 
about him. 

But his friends, as well as his oppo- 
nents, know that he always has an ear 
open. Frequently he will suddenly drop 
his paper or book, shout “Mr. Speaker’”’

REVISION METHODS. 

In the past session Mr. Clark has con- 
fined his activity on the floor mostly to:

question as to whether the blacks shall 
be admitted to the white public schools 
or not is raging, takes the stand that 
the mandamus writ recently awarded 
by the State Supreme Court referred 
only to the two children of Scott Bibb 


and not to any others. 

“Tf the Scott Bibb children, Minnie 
and Ambrose Bibb, apply for admittance 
into the public schools next fall we 
shall have to admit them,” said Prof. 
Haight. “The person refusing to admit 
them would get into serious trouble, I 
fear. That will mean admittance into 
the Washington School, originally in- 
tended for white children, but the Su- 
preme Court will have to be obeyed. 

“However, if they should apply at 
the present time within a few days of 
the close of the school term, they would 
be told the same thing that we tell 
white children, that it would do them 
no good to enter school so near the 
_ close of the school term, and to wait 
for the beginning of the next. 

“Two or three colored parents have 
applied for the admittance of their chil- 
dren to white schools within the past 
‘week or so. 

“We told them to apply again next 
term. As yet there is no necessity for 
taking the order of the Supreme Court 
into consideration, for we did not dis- 
criminate in telling the colored chil- 
dren the same as we did the white 
when refusing them at the close of the 
term. 

“But, as I understand ‘{t, the order 
of the Supreme Court means no other 
children but the children of Scott Bibb, 
and should any others apply next fall I 
dén’t see as there would be any need of 
admitting them. Of course, that means 
they wouldn’t be admitted.” 

» Cialim It Wag Test Case. 

The adherents of the other view state 

that the Bibb casé was a test.case and 


therefore all colored children can be ad- 


mitted to white schools. 
Attorney Brenholt, who, for 12 years, 


carried the case through the courts;

BODY HELD AT ALTON 





Shoes of Unique Make Are 
Possibly Only Clew in 
Case. 





The body of a woman, her features 
almost obliterated, has lain for a week 
and a half in the Morgue at Upper 
Alton, without yielding to an energetic 
investigation the secret of her identity 
and the somber story of her murder, 
concealed for weeks beneath the tur- 
bid waters of the Mississippi River. 

Rarely has a body, unless craftily 
stripped to avoid identification, been so 
barren of competent clews as this one, 
according to Coroner Streeper of Madi- 
son County, IJl., who is conducting the 
investigation. There were clothes, jewel- 
ry, shoes and physical peculiarities, but 
none of them, saving possibly the shoes, 
offers a promise of solving the mystery. 

Reducing everything to its lowest 
terms, the following facts are- known 
about the unfortunate woman: 

Her body was recovered by fishermen 
at Hartford, Ill, two mfles north of 
the confluence of the Mississippi and 
Missouri Rivers, in such a state of de- 
cemposition as to indicate that it had 
been in the water from six to eight 
weeks. é 
An inquest proved that she died of 
a broken neck, not from drowning, es- 
tablished by the entire absence ef wa- 
ter from the lungs. A broken nose was 
a minor injury. She died before be- 
ing cast into the river. 

“—” One of Her Initials. 

The initial of one of her names was 
prebably “E,’’ as this letter was en- 
graved on a gold fleur-de-lis. pinned 
en her waist. 

She was a Catholic, as shown by «a 
heart and scapular found ever her 
heart. 

She was bétween 3 and 35 years of 
age, of good figure, with dark blue eyes 
and dark brown or black hair. The 
back teeth were at! missing, and the 
front ones were protuberant, probably 
giving the mouth in life a censiderabie 
prejection beyond the jaws. 

Her condition was rowly, as it proved 
by the plain, thouzh neat, character of 
her homemade dress, and the wear ap- 
parent on her half-soled shoes. 

She was thrown into the Mississippi 
River, not the Missouri. 

She was 65 feet 4 inches 
weighed about 140 pounds. 

Besides the golden fleur-de-lis, with a 
brass cross dependent, she wore a plain 
band ring of filled gold, and a gold ring, 
worn almost to a wire, with a setting 
of three imitation rubies. 
her ornaments were worth perhaps $5, 
according to a jeweler’s estimate. 

In addition to these facts, there are 
a number of probabilities, nof yet es- 
tablished. The band ring seems te 
show that she was married. The out- 
landish cut and stitching of her dress 
is said, by dressmakers, to indicate that 
she was but recently from some foreign 
country, probably Germany. The weight 
of her dress, underwear and hosiery tend 
to establish, though not conclusively, 
that she died during cold weather. 

Letter im the Case, 

In direct contravention to some of 
these facts, is a letter sent to Corener 
Streeper by a woman signing herself 
“Rue Isaman, Arcadia, Mo.,’’ and post- 
marked ‘St. Charles, Mo.’ The writer 
declared herself to be the sister of 
the dead woman, and said her name was 
Mary Esmond. She died of a kick by 
a mule on May 3, the letter asserted, 
and was buried by the writer and a man 
companion in the river, from lack of 
money for funeral expenses. 

The Coroner doubts the entire truth 
of thie missive, because the face bore 
no hoof mark, such as the kick of a 
mule would have left. The nose was 
cleanly broken, as if struck by a club, 
and the adjacent portions of the face 
were uninjured, save for the leosening 
of a tooth. In addition, the condition 
of the body indicates that it was in 
the water twice as.long as the time 
from May 3 to its recovery. 

The writer’s repeated insistence that 
death was caused by an accident 
aroused the Coroner's suspicions. In- 
vestigation shows that no such person 
as Rue Isaman or Mary. Esmond is 
known either in Arcadia or'St. Charles. 

For these reasons Corener Streeper 
has decided to regard the letter, not as 
a solution of the mystery, but as a pos- 
Sible clew to the elucidation of a prob- 
able crime, and has refused to bury the 
body or terminate his investigation, as 
he is urged to do in the letter. Sheriff 


Hines of St. Charlies County is looking 
for the writer. 
Initial Corresponds. 

On the other hand, the initial letter 
of the last name given, Esmond, corre- 
sponds to the engraved "“E” on the 
fleur-de-lis. 

The letter follows: 

“Corener Streeper—Dear Sir: The 
woman you have was net murdered. 
She was kicked by a mule, about twen- 
ty miles above Alten, on the Missouri 
side, and it was an accident. fer fa- 
ther and mother is dead. Her tame is 
Mary Esmond. She has one’ brother 
somewhere in Southern Missouri, but he 
don't care for her.

_ Mr. Herbert Knox Smith’s suggestion to college 
graduates that they enter the civil service of the 
Government should be — considered by thé 
young men. 

The Sioverament has offered special opportuni- 
ties to college boys to engage in the military 
service, but the <rmy seems to have little attrac- 
tion. At any rate there is a need of officer: which 
West Point does not supply and the applications 
from civil life are not numerous. 

But the civil service abounds in opportuni- 
ties. Robust, energetic, intelligent and well-edu- 
cated youths can find a career there equal in 
d‘gnity, honor and public consideration to any 
of the professions and callings in private life. Our 
Government, for good or for ill, is engaged in 
- {ndustrial and scientific work and needs men 
trained for special duties. Mining, mechanical 
and electrical engineers, foresters, chemists, ge- 
ologists are wanted. All the sciences which touch 
practical life, and few scienc-s these days do 
not, are represented in the civil service. The 
work is so extensive that positions are permanent 
and depend upon merit alone. And promotion 
will come to those who show their competence. 

The career of Lord Cromer is a good example 
of what a man can do in such a line of work. He 
began as a clerk after leaving the university, 
and closed his active career a few months ago 
efter making a reputation as administrator and 
executive second to none in the annals of Eng- 
. lish history. In this country George B. Cortelyou 
and Gifford Pinchot are examples. In short, the 
service is equal, perhaps superior, to anything 
that can be found in private life.

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REPUBLICAN REVISION. 

“The issue of the coming presidential campaign 
will be whether the Republicans or the Democrats 
shall revise the tariff,” says Senator Allison. 

Suppose the Republican party. is chosen to re- 
vise the tariff, what does it mean by revision? 
What duties does it propose to reduce? } 

There were conferences last week at the White 
House and the War Department, over the plat- 
form to Ma adopted at Chicago, between President 
Roosevelt, who has repeatedly declared that “the 
tariff has nothing to do with the trusts;” Sen- 
ator’ Hopkins of Illinois, a stanch standpatter, 
who is to be chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions at Chicago; Secretary Taft, a latter-day 
revisionist who has given only vague expres- 
sion to his views, and Attorney-General Ellis of 
Ohio. Mr. Ellis presided last March over the 
Ohio State Convention, where this plank was 
adopted: 

“A revision of the tariff by a special session 
of the next Congress, insuring the maintenance 
of the true principle of protection by imposing 
such customs duties as will equal the difference 
between the cost of production at home and 
abroad, together with reasonable profit, to the 
end that without excessive duties A.uerican man- 
ufacturers, farmers, producers aud wage-earners 
may have adequate protection.” 

Secretary Taft helped shape this Ohio tariff- 
revision plank. Presumably it will be the basis 
if not the actual form of the tariff plank of the 
Chicago Convention. Can anyone tell from this 
statement whether the Republican party intends 
to raise or lower the Dingley duties or to change a 
single one of ihe schedules which have so long af- 
forded shelter to monopoly and enabled the trusts 
to exact prices from American consumers far in 
excess of those granted to foreigners? 

Prices under the tariff-protected trusts affect 
the general cost of living of every American. 
Through the tariff he pays an extra toll ea what 
he eats and what he wears an the house: he 
lives in. 
the people are entitled to some relief from ex- 
cessive taxation. But it is Congress that passes 
tariff bills. Should the Republicans carry the 
next House and revision be left in the hands of 
the standpatters like Cannon, Payne and Dalzell, 
with the connivance of Aldrich and his kind in 
the Senate, no honest revision of the Dingley 
rates would be possible. 

Is it the policy of the Republican party by this 
campaign talk about revision merely to raise a 
dust so as to fool the voters? 
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There are two ways to do the right thing—a 
right way and a wrong way. Whatever be the 
merits or demerits of proposed legislation, Sena- 
tors and Representatives should bear this in mind 
and the rules of the two houses should be framed 
to prevent mere bullheaded butting without in- 
fringing the rights of minorities.

HE IS NOT THE BOOJUM. 
Alarmist views like those recently expressed 
by ex-Secretary Shaw on the growth of executive 
power do not appear to be justified by the facts 
of American history. 

According to these critics the penne are holding 
the executives responsible for legislation in 
Washington and the State’ capitals and demand 
that the legislative department be coerced if 
necessary and compelled to provide the legisla- 
tion which shall be a response to the popular 
craze of whim of the moment. This, they think, 
is a dangerous tendency, and they are as- 
suredly correct if the tendency lies deep in the 
fixed and permanent will of the people. 

But where is the evidence that the American 
people are enamored of executive authority be- 
yond what constitutionally belongs to the ex- 
ecutive? | 

The people applaud and support President 
Roosevelt and Governors like Folk, Deneen, 
Johnson and Hughes, because these men shrewdly 
read the public will and endeavor to give it ef- 
fect. They are representative men more truly 
than the members of Congress and the legisla- 
tures of the day. And because they know what 
the people want and try to give it to them 
against the opposition of routine politicians they 
are encouraged in their aggressive course be- 
yond, perhaps, the bounds of constitutional 
prudence. It is a question of personality. They 
are more responsive to the public temper than 
the Senators and Representatives, and, quite 
naturally, command more of the confidence of 
the thinking and unthinking multitude. 

Thomas Jefferson led the Congresses of his 
presidency. “They “fed out of his hand.” And he 
enjoyed vast popularity. But it was not because 
the people had an undue love of executive power, 
but because they loved a man who understood 
them so thoroughly and affectionately as he did. 
Jackson fought the Congresses of his time and 
was bitterly censured for acts which savored of 
executive usurpation.*But the people supported 
him. It was not overgrowing executive power, 
but sheer personal force that carried him 
through. 

The same fears are always expressed when a 
strong man occupies the White House. And the 
fear sometimes rises to a panic, especially when 
a weak Congress sits at the other end of the 
avenue. Good souls were sure Lincoln meant 
to override constitutional Mmitations and make 
himself dictator. Grant was the “man on hofse- 
back,” meditating a coup d’etat in the manner 
of Louis Napoleon. In our time every strong 
man in executive office is a danger spot, a 
storm center, a would-be despot, and all because 
his popular sympathies are uncommonly keen and 











Possib'y Mr. Taft himself believes that 
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‘People who fear the establishment of an ex- 
ecutive too strong should remember Franklin 
Pierce and James Buchanan and poor Andy 
Johnson. When such men find their way to the 
White House there is no danger of despotism. 
They do not always fill up the measure of their 
lawful powers, to say nothing of reaching out 
for those which are not lawful and making them 
lawful by the magic of use and wont and prece- 
dent. 

Let ‘the fearful consider when they watch the 
swift motions of an executive—is it the danger- 
ous exertion or attempted exertion of executive 
powers not lawfully granted, or is it the ener- 
getic exercise of personal force or violence? Men 
like ex-Secretary Shaw, who go hunting for the 
snark, are always in a panic of terror lest they 
find the Boojum instead. 
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Does ballooning help along the progress  to- 
ward aerial navigation, or is it merely going up 
and coming down always with imminent danger 
of breaking your neck? 
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A NEEDED AMENDMENT. 

One of the most needed of the amendments to 
the State Constitution, which will be submitted 
to the voters in November, is that providing for 
two additional members of the Supreme Court, 
increasing the number of judges from seven to 
nine. The amendment also provides for three 
divisions of the Court and for the calling of a 
Circuit Judge to serve in place of a sick or dis- 
qualified Supreme Judge. The salary of a Supreme 
Judge is to be increased to $5500. 

The docket of the Supreme Court is now three 
years behind. Delay in the deciding of suits 
is often a denial of justice. The additional judges 
with three working divisions kept filled by the 
provision for the calling of Circuit judges when 
Supreme Judges are disabled would enable the 
Court to catch up and keep up with its work. It 
would take away the reproach and the injustice 
of long-delayed decisions. 

This amendment has the unanimous support of 
the bar and should have the unanimous support of 
the people, in whose interest it was framed. 
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The New York law providing a refuge for per- 
sons who think they are threatened with insanity 
is a wise measure. There are many men and 
women who are sometimes tormented by this 
fear. Often their fears produce the insanity 
feared. If they can be cared for properly and 
receive expert treatment most of them would re- 
cover and all would be relieved from the most 
awful of all the terrors that make men miser- 
able. 
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IS NOT THIS MORE THAN FANTASY? 

The moment when it becomes plain that the 
“allies” are victorious and Taft is beaten will 
be big with tremendous possibilities. 

There will be a great stillness. The chairman 
will fumble the gavel uneasily, the delegates, per- 
plexed, will look at one another nervously; the 
man who is to regulate the music will forget to 
push the button; the air will be thick with expec- 
tation. 

Then somebody will shout: 
pandemonium will break loose. The chairman 
will break the gavel pounding for order; the 
band will play frantically; state flags will flour- 
ish like mad, and every delegate will have the 
floor. The end will be—Roosevelt. 

Can anybody say this isa mere fancy? That 
the vision wants a substantial bottom in the facts 
of the situation? Political prophecy is always 
best when made after the event, but political 
guessing is sometimes a lucky acknowledgment 
of facts that cannot be blinked. 
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Every man acts at his peril, because it is pre- 
sumed he knows the law. But what of the man 
who signs a paper, relying upon his lawyer for 
knowledge of its legal character and effect? Courts 
are apt to deal gently with men who are led into 
legal and moral pitfalls “by advice of counsel,” 
but ought not the lawyer to answer for his mis- 
interpretation of the law, to say nothing of the 
bad morality he sometimes encourages? 
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SALVATION IN THE AEROPLANE. 

Gentlemen of social and financial consideration 
who, for some years past, have dodged subpenaes 
and extradition will welcome the perfected flying 
machine. Indeed, they will put up with a craft 
that is not perfected. If it will go, it will satisfy 
their yearning to go elsewhere. They can hop on 
and go with: it. 

Speaking seriously, the perfecting of this mode 
of transit will profoundly affect the process of 
the courts. An experienced subpena server can 
catch up with his prey in an automobile or steam 
railroad car. But it will be another matter when 
the plutocrat vanishes into the infinite azure of 
the far horizon.

The Christian Science Side. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch, 

On May 25th there appeared in your columns @ 
story from Asheville, N. C., alleging that Mrs. Ed- 
werd Carpenter, a Christian Scientist, whose hus- 
band died of heart disease at Asheville, would not 
allow the undertakers to touch the body, declaring 
thit he was not dead; that she kept the body for 
five days, during which time Christian Scientists 
tried to resurrect him; that day after day and night 
after night scenes of attempted resurrection took 
place, and that ‘when the doctor would send under- 
takers to the house Mrs. Carpenter would become 
enreged and would not let them set foot on the 
premises. I am advised by Mr. Alfred Farlow, 
manager of the Christian Science Publication Com- 
mittees, that after careful investigation he has as- 
certained the following facts: Tuesday evening, May 
12, about 8 o’clock, Mr. Carpenter had an attack of 
heart failure. Since on former occasions Mr. Car- 
penter had had spells of heart failure, from which he 
had recovered after a few hours’ time, Mrs. Carpen- 
ter very naturally hoped that he would revive. A 
Christian Scientist treated him until morning, but as 
there was no sign of life, a neighboring physician 
was called and the undertaker was also summoned. 
The physician pronounced the cause of death nerv- 
ous heart failure. The undertaker took charge, and 
did all that was necessary, save to embalm the body, 
as Mrs. Carpenter said she had not lest hope of 
her husband reviving. On the fourth day the doctor 
was again called and made a thorough examination 
and said there was no sign of life, after which the 
family left for Savannah, Ga., where Mr. Carpenter's 
body was placed in the family vault. The under- 
taker had placed disinfectants itn the room, and as it 
was a case of sudden death, the doctor said they had 
a right to keep the body a few days, addiyg that if 
he had been in Mrs. Carpenter’s place he would have 
done the same. The doctor assured the Christian 
Sctentists that there was nothing unusual, and noth- 
ing worthy of criticism, in the way the case had been 
managed. The undertaker, M. C. Noland of Noland 
& Brown of Asheville, N. C., allows us to quote him 
as saying that if the body had been kept a week or 


more there would have been nothing wrong, and that | 


he did all that was necessary to prevent danger or 
eaure for criticism in the neighborhood. He adds: 
‘Neither Mrs. Carpenter nor her friends interfered 
in any way. The remains were not ‘spirited away.’ 
The work was done at the residence. In fact, there 
was nothing unusual about the whole case, nothing 
tha: might not have been expected in any other fam- 
ily, whether or hot they were Christian Scientists.” 
It is not an unusual thing to delay the burial.of one 
who has died suddenly.

Americans Should Be Very Happy. 

“Think of a land that gives equal opportunity 
to all! Where no caste or class distinction, no 
religious intolerance, holds back or differentiates 
against the man or woman who is industrious, 
thrifty, God-fearing and resolved to rise. 

“That is a wonderful heritage for those born 
here, a glorious opportunity for the poor immi- 
grant who makes America his Land of Hope. 

“Tf, as I say, I have been happy here on this 
visit, why should I not be? I come from a land 
that is old and has known many privations and 
sorrows. I see a land that is progressive, where 
every man has an equal chance; a land that 
grows greater and goes forward. Some will say 
that there are not the opportunities for the 
young man and the newcomer there once were. 
But this is a mistake. Some of the old opportuni- 
ties may have passed, but as they passed there 
have come opportunities that are new. To one 
old opportunity that has passed there have in 
the growth of this great nation been substituted 
ten new opportunities that await ‘_ the newer, 
greater developments. 7 





“There is freedom here of thought and free- 
dom of expression and freedom of action. I at- 
tended the commencement exercises at the beau- 
tiful College of St. Angela, in New Rochelle, when 
Archbishop Farley conferred degrees upon nine 
fair young women graduates. 

“The thought occurred to me then that a coun- 
try is truly great because it encourages higher 
ideals when it makes the intellectual advance- 
ment of its women so important a part of its 
national life. ! 

“The Catholic Church has always consistently 
advocated the higher education of women, and 
it is this advocacy that finds its highest realiza- 
tion in such institutions as the great woman’s 
college at New Rochelle. 


Strength Comes From Mothers. 

“A land is what its women make its men. The 
virtue and piety of the Irish women have been 
proverbial. It is that virtue and piety impressed 
upon Irish sons by Irish mothers that has held 
this one small island in a foremost place among 
those lands that furnish men to do the world’s 
work for the world’s betterment. Is it working 
in a good cause? Is it fighting in a good fight? 
Is it laboring to upbuild a great city or a great 
country? Then there, always, you will find the 
strong sons of Erin, and they have been strong 
sons because they have had good mothers. No 
longer a nation, without a part in its own gov- 
ernment, Ireland has stood steadfast to its ideals, 
and in all the oppressions of years the spirit of 
Ireland has never been subdued, and that spirit is 
always for freedom and progress. Denied 
the freedom and progress on their native 
soil, the spirit and hope of it never died, and 
given a chance in lands like this you see what the 
Irishman can do and has dore?” 

Cardinal Logue’s face, which had been stern 
and earnest, now lit up with a smile. “Didn’t 
some one say,” he half whispered, “that the Irish 
ruled every country but their own? 


Irish Have Done Much for America. 


“There is much truth ip it,” he added. “Ire- 


land could get along very well without England, 
but what would England do without Ireland ? 
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It may be that this is the reason that England 
holds so tightly to Ireland. When it was nec- 
essary to defeat the great Napoleon, England had 
to find in Wellington, an Irishman, her leader 
to victory.

AST February, when the eyes of New York playgoers first rested upon the 
above bill of a new play opening at the Astor Theater, it was with the

The play was sure to die a-borning, as it were—hurry on with the obsequies! 
And thus the first curtain rose on the gvork of the man who had lived home- 


SYess and hungry while trying to sell his work. 


“Paid in Full” had “ar- 


rived.” It is true that some of New York's critics failed to discern its merits 
on that opening night. But there were ethers not so blind—and they gave the 
play its just deserts. Best of all, the playgoing public saw even more clearly 
than the critics. An audience ; as astonished as it was enthusiastic ‘‘rose’’ to 
the big third act of the play and acclaimed “Paid in Full’ as a great play.

‘miserable wage ef $18 a week it is said to be deeply moving. They inhabit a 
cheap Harlem flat, they practice all the petty economies, but the husband 
makes the pitiful discevery that his wife canpet go to the theater with him 
because she has ne shoes fit to wear. He has been bullied and brewbeaten by 
the empleyer who underpays him—in desperation he begins to steal from that 
empleyer. Then follow the dramatic developments inevitable to such a situa- 
tion, the husband at all moments a weak, futile, contemptible creature.

, however, is an exception to the Amercian rule. 


He is not afraid of the truth. He gives it to us in the absolute realism 
of his “flat dwellers,” in the initial self-denial and patience of the husband, fol- 
lowed by his surrender te shameful temptation; in the yearning of the wife 
for luxury and fine attire, in her relish of the easy living that comes be- 
®@ause of the husband's peculations, in her fine loyalty to right at the moment 
ef ultimate test, in the early repulsiveness ef Capt. Williams, “a cross be- 
tween a snake and a bulidog,’’ as one line tn the play describes him, and in 
his sudden and startling revelation of the one ‘“‘good streak"’ in his make-up. 
Even the real hero of the play, James Smith, an admirable character in the 
main, is shown to be coward enough to conceal from the woman whem he 
has asked to marry him the fact that he is of illegitimate birth. 

Our American stage types, as a rule, are all good or all bad, like the 
people in a chilus-stery. but Bugene Walter knows his humanity better 
than this—and he draws it as he knows it. 

T WAS doubtless this element of truthfulness to actual life that led to the 
repeated rejections of “Paid in Full’—American managers are even more 
afraid of uncompromising realism than are American playwrights. They 

feel safe in handling the conventional puppets to which American audiences are 
accustomed. They tremble at sight of a veritable flesh-and-blood man or wom- 
an on the player's side of the footlights. : 


The success of the Walter play should encourage these managers to con- 
template truthful work without panic. New York and Chicago playgoers alike 
have proved that American audiences welcome the truth and are willing to 
make it profitable to writers and producers of plays. In New. York Frank 
Sheridan has achieved a great persona! triumph in the Capt. Williams role. 
Tully Marshall and Lillian Albertson as the Brooksés have come in for simi- 
lar distinction, the somewhat subtle part of Smith, played by Ben Johnson 
has been keenly appreciated, and the bala realism of life's unloveliness to 2 
young couple living in a flat with their noses to the grindstone, is studied with 
& general recognition of its vaiue as faithfu)® art. Chicago acclaims ‘‘Paid jn 
Full” in the same spirit.

While Mrs. Snyder's body lies in the 
Morgue, Willlam Schneider and his 
bride are away on a wedding journey, 
not knowing of the tragedy. 

It was stated at 1415 Farrar street 
last night that William Schneider did 
not know Richard nyder. 

Schneider was married Tuesday and 
left. the same day on a trip which 
will require several weeks. 

Snyder and his wife were married 
20- years ago in Lima, O. They have 
two children, meee. 16 years old, and 
Pauline, 14. 

Twelve years ago they quarreled, ac- 
cerding to a. statement yesterday by 
the son, and separated. For five years 
Snyder was away from home. At the 
end of that time he returned to his 
wife. 

Mrs. Snyder immediately accused her 
husband of having obtained a divorce 
during his absence.

Gas Leaking From Impro- 
vised Pipe Is 
lenited. 





IN STREET 
Wounded, Occupant Rescues 
Fainting Wife and 
Children. 


FELLS MEN 








A terrific explosion of gas, the rever- 
berations of which were heard through- 
out a radius of two miles, blew the 
two-story frame house at 3147 Morgan- 
ford road two feet backwards off its 
foundation last night, burst open. the 
side walls, mingled pictures, furniture 
and dishes in a nondescript mess, and 
seriously burned Miss Blanche Smith, 
daughter of Henry Smith, owner and 
occupant. 

Windows and doors were driven from 
their sashes and hurled into the street 
and yard. The houses on either side 
shook as if in an earthquake, and their 
windows arid doors were broken open. 

A group of men, standing in the street 
before the house were struck to the 
ground, and some of them were cut by 
flying glass. 


Wounded, Rescues Wife. 

Mrs. Millie Smith, daughter-in-law of 

the. owner of the house, and her two 
small children. were in their rooms in 
the second story when the explosion 
occurred. The younger child was 
thrown from its cradle, and the mother 
and the other child from their feet. Jo- 
seph Smith, her husband, though 
wounded himself, saw their plfght and 
believed the house was on fire. He 
rescued the fainting mother and the 
babies by means of a ladder. 
‘ Blanche Smith, who struck the match 
which caused the explosion, was treated 
by. Drs. Upshaw and Rohling, and taken 
to the City Hospital, where it was found 
that her injuries were serious. Burns 
covered her body, and her hair was 
singed off. 

A workman employed in improving 
the street drove his plow into the gas 
main connecting with the house yester- 
day afternoon.and crfished it. To ac- 
commodate the family until Monday. 
Augustus Smith, a son, aged 20, replaced 
the broken main with a rubbed tube, 
most of the nelghborhood gathering to 
watch the operatior:. 

Either the tube leaked or the jolt of 
the plow against the pipe unjointed the 
fixtures within the house, which filled 
with gas. 


At 6:30 p. m. Blanche Smith entered 
the kitchen to wasn the dishes. She 
struck a match. A report like a can- 
non resulted and she was hurled, *am- 
ing from head to foot, against a door. 
This gave before the impact and she 
fell .into -the yard. 

Regaining her feet, the girl fled 
screaming down the yard. Edward 
Dittner and Joseph Stock, neighbors, 
picked themselves from the ground, 
where they had been thrown, seized 
@ blanket and overtook her. They 
tore the blazing clothes from her body 
and smothered the fire in the blanket. 

Her face, arms and breast were 
burned and her blonde hair destroyed. 

Confusion reigned in the neighborhood. 
Windows within a radtus of two blocks 
burst from their frames. 


Home in Chaos. 

One side of the Smith home was ripped 
from its place and slammed against 
the house next door. The other side, 
while holding at the eaves, was thrust 
five feet outwards at the foun ion. 
All the plastering fell, and the furni- 
ture and pictures reduced to splinters 
of wood and glass. 

The home of Richard C. Darlow, 3151 
Morganford road, was badly damaged. 
The wooden pillers upholding the porch 
were wrenched up and driven through 
the front waH of the house. Not a win- 
dow pane remained unbroken, and not 
a picture was left hanging on its peg. 

The home of Benjamin Stock, 3147 Mor- 
ganford road, fared hardly better, win- 
dows, pictures and furniture being de- 
molished.

This is the discovery made by Dr. 
William Shirmer Barker of 1101 Tyler 
street. 

“The assertion that ¢he salt of the 
sulphate of iron precipitates lime and 
other ingredients in water is old is true 
enough,” said Dr. Barker. “It was 
originated about 3000 years ago at Jer- 
icho. In II Kings, chapter 2, verses 
19 to 22, we read: 

Here’s the Scripture. 

‘‘*and the men of the city said unto 
Elisha: ‘‘Behold, I pray thee, the sit- 
uation of this city is pleasant as my 
lord seeth, but the water is naught and 
the ground barren. 

***And he said: “Bring me now 4 crise 
and put salt therein.’ And they brought 
it to him. 

‘*And he went forth unto the spring 
of waters and cast the salt in there and 
said: ‘Thus saith the Lord, I hay» 
healed these watefs; there shall not be 
from thence any mbdre death or bar- 
ren land.”’ 

"So the waters were healed unto this 
day, according to the saying of Elisha 
which he spake.’ ”’ 

Dr. Shirmer might have gone further 
and pointed out the fate that awaits 
those who are belittling Chemist Wix- 
ford.

WASHINGTON, June 6. — President 
Roostvelt, Secretary Taft, Secretary 
Root and Senator Burkett of Nebras- 
ka had a general and extended politi- 
cal talk in the President’s office this 
afternoon. 

They gave serious consideration to the 
problem of selecting a chairman of the 
National Committee, and Frank H. 
Hitchcock’s name was left practically 
at the top of the list of those regard- 
ed as available. Senator Crane of Mas- 
sachusetts and Arthur I. Vorys of Ohio 
are being considered. 

The action of the National Commit- 
tee at Chicago, confirming the White 
House prediction that the committee 
would be, by a large majority, friendly 
to Taft, made it expedient that further 
steps should be taken in perfecting the 
details of events which are to follow 
the decision of the contests. 

The work of. the committee has given 
the greatest satisfaction to the Presi- 
dent and to the Taft forces here. 


Platform Made Ready. 

Considerable time was given today to 
the discussion of the platform. This 
document will be complete Tuesday, ac- 
¢ording to prediction, and its tariff 
feature is assuming greater importance 
than any other. 

The discussion turned on the import- 
ance of making clear to the voter that 
revision is promised by the Republican 
party at a definite time—immediately 
after the

Indeed, it’s all true—Director Tre- 
lease says so. And this is one of only 
two afternoons in the year in which 
Henry Shaw's will permits all these 
wonders to be seen. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the garden is the new “Nerth 
American synopsis,” which contains 
types of all sorts of North . American 
vegetation. This was opened a year 
ago, but is less generally known to St. 


Louisans than other parts of the gar- 
den, and has greatly improved of late. 
It is laid out as a natura! park, diversi- 
fied with brooks and ponds and shrub- 
bery. 

Plants for Medicine. 


Adjoining this addition is a collec- 
tion of about 325 plants used in medi- 
cine, which ts said to be the largest 
collections of that sort in the United 
States. Nearby is a trial ground, filled 
with farm plants, honey plants, savory 
herbs, and other kinds of flora for 
which no place has been found in other 
parts of the garden. in all there are 
about 2000 of these and they are usu- 
ally of great interest to visitors. 

The recent rains have kept the flow- 
ers and turf fresh, the roses are at 
their best and the yuccas are begin- 
ning to bloom. SBome of the pond’ 
lilies are ready to blossom.

According to a modest estimate there 
are 2000 automobiles belonging to in- 
dividuals in St. Louis. A call was 
made for these automobiles to give the 
orphans of St. Louis their annual ride. 
The ride is to take place next Wednes- 
day morning and the owners of the 
machines were asked to notify the Au- 
tomobile Club of St. Louis of their ac-. 
ceptance of fhis duty. Last night eight 
out of the 2000 had responded, ‘to the 


great disappointment of the Arrange- 


ments Committee. 

It is believed that more will respond, 
but the managers of the orphans’ out- 
ing are greatly worried by the apathy 
of the owners. 

The orphans’ automobile outing in 
June has become an institution in the 
United States. .Every large city gives 
the children a whirl at the delirious 
joy of riding in the big, swift, beauti- 
ful vehicles during the most beautiful 
month of the year. 

Charles Wiggins, chairman of the, 
committee of automobile owners, whose 
machines were expected to give the 
children the treat of their lives, said 
last night: 

Little Hardship for Owners. 


“It should be little hardship or in- 
convenience for the owner.of a car to 
give the children an hour or two of 
pleasure,” he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch. “The childrén in the institu- 
tions in South St. Louis will be given 
a ride of an hour through Carondelet 
Park and its neighborhood. Those in 
North St. Louis will be taken through 
O’Fallon Park, and the West End or- 
phans will ride in Forest Park. As 
soon as the car has been out an hour 
it will return, unload and take out 
another load of children. Two or 
three loads to the car should enable 
every orphan in the city to have a 
taste of the joy of riding in an au- 
mobile.”

CUTS DOWN ITS 
LIGHTING. BILL 


House Furnishing Company 
Still Finds It Is Paying 
Higher Rate. 


TURNS OUT 200 LAMPS 





This Helps Some, but Man- 
ager Thinks Private Plant 
Is Better.

After cutting out nearly two hundred 
lamps and spending $700 to rearrange 
the remaining 400. and raising its mini- 
mum guarantee from $26 a, month to $89, 
the Union House Furnishing Co., 78 
Franklin avenue, ac cording to Manager 
J. H. Buettner, finds that under the 
November schedule of the Union E] -ctric 
Light and Power Co. its rate for elec- 
tric light, on the basis of what it used in 
May last year and the same month this 
year was increased 21% per cent. 

If the city had a public utilities com- 
mission it could inquire into the increase 
immediately, but until one is established 
the complainant con get no relief. 

The Union House Furnishing Co. had 
the very top notch of what Union Elec- 
tric calls its old scale rates. 

Had Highest Old Rate. 

It paid 12 cents a kilowatt hour for 
the first 200 kilowatt hours, 10 cents for 
the next 200, 8 cents for the next 200, 6 
cents for the’ next 400 and 4 cents for all 
excess service, with only 5 per cent dis- 
count. If Union Electric had such a 
thing as an old scale rate this is it, but 
the scale was enforced only when a con- 
sumer was not in a position to get a 
lower rate by taking advantage of com- 
petition. 

In May, 1907, the house furnishing 
company consumed 31530 kilowatt hours 
of current for lighting. purposes, - for 
which it paid $161.50, the rate being 5.01 
cents a kilowatt hour. 

In May, 1908, the company consuméd 
1860 ki'owatt hours, for which it paid 
$115.51, approximately 6.1 cents a_ kilo- 
watt hour—an Increase of 21% per cent 
in the rate. 

The rate was thus increased notwith- 
etanding the fact tha the HouseFurnish- 
ing company bounded iself to pay Union 
Elewtric 20 cents a lamp, or $80 a month, 
whether it consumed any electricity or 
not. It could not, under the new “ready 
to serve’’ contracts, have procured a 
minimum of $26 a month. The lowest 
possible minimum, on the 400 lamp in- 
stallation would have been $10, and the 
rate, on that guarantee would have been 
10%. cents, instead of 9% cents, understhe 
$80 guarantee. On that basis the com- 
pany'’s rate would have been increased 
about fifty per cent. 

The House Furnishing company’s bilfs 
show what the bills’ of many other con- 
sumers do—that they are reducing their 
consumption of electricity to escape the 
higher rates. When Union Electric in- 
sisted upon the enforcement of its ready- 
to-serve gutarantet on each socket, Mr. 
Buettner had his lights rearranged so 
as to dispense with the use of as many 
lamps as possible. 

By so doing he cut down his May Dill 
$44.99, notwithstanding the higher rate. 

He reduced his consumption from 3159 
kilowatt hours to 1860. 


Consumers Economize, 
In this case, as in numerous others, 


Union Electric is being forced to suf- 
fer a loss in revenue because consumers 
have learned how to economize in the 
distribution and the use of thelr lights— 
an economy forced upon them by higher 
rates and guarantees on all lights and 
sockets. 

The House Furnishing Co. is getting 
electricity for power slightly cheaper. 
under the new contract than it was 
under the 1907 contract, but is still pay- 
ing 70 per cent more for it than it was 
ufider contracts made several years ago. 
For two years the Union Electric gave 
the company its elevator power for 
nothing, and later gave it a flat 
rate of $10 a month. In May last year 
the company paid $19.66 for 245 kilo- 
watt hours to operate its elevator, and 
it paid $16.87 for 240 kilowatt hours this 
May. 


Side Lights, From Buettner. 

Mr. Buettner’s story, as told below, 
throws some interesting sidelights on 
Union Electric’s methods of doing busi- 
ness, 

“Under a 1903 contract I paid a net 
rate of 5 cents a kilowatt hour for elec- 
tric light, but I got my elevator power 
for nothing,” said Mr. Buettner. 

“The Laclede Gas Light Co. had some 
transformers in the basement of my 
store. A solicitor for Union Electric 
came around and sald the landlord was 
getting rent for the transformers and 
that if I would order them removed 
from the basement he would give me 
my power service free. 

“The proposition looked good te me, 
and I accepted it. For twv years Union 
Electric billed the elevator service to 
me and then rebated me at the end 
of each year. 

“The arrangement was very satisfac- 
tory to me, but in 190% Union Electric 
discontinued it and put my power serv~ 
ice on a flat rate of $10 a month. 

Will Pat in Private Piant. 

“I have a large electric sign over my 
store which, according to estimates I 
have made, costs me about $0 4 
month. In October, 1906, the Phoenix 
Light, Heat & Power Co. made me @& 
proposition to illuminate my sign for 
$15.79 a month. I made up my mind to 
accept the proposition, as I saw that I 
could save some money.

Enibezzler’s Favorite Has 
Handsome Home and 
$330,000. 





PITTSBURG, Pa., June 6.—That Wil- 
liam Montgomery, the defaulting cash- 
fer of the Allegheny National Bank here, 
defrauded: many widows to enrich one, 
in addition to embezzling $2,000,000 from 
the bank, has become known to the of- 
ficials, it is said, through the now penni- 
less victims, whose money was turned 
in @ golden stream into the lap of a 
young and pretty woman in the East 
End>* - 

Prior to the death of this woman's 
hu<hband, Montgomery was his friend 
and knew her only slightly. He was 
one Of the first to offer condolence, and 
persuaded the widow, after the custom 
‘he is said to have followed, to allow him 
to invest the insurance her husband left 
her. 

Instead, however, of hypothecating 
this money, as he is alleged to have 
done in other instances, Montgomery be- 
came the widow’s benefactor, until now 
she has a handsome home and $330,000 
in stocks and bonds. 

Much of the cashier embezzler’s time 
is said to have been spent at this wom- 
an’s home. She has refused to discuss 
her financial transactions with ‘him 
since his arrest, and efforts even of her 
intimate friends to sve her have been 
fruitless. 

Defrauded His Friends. 

Montgomery’s victims were not cus- 

tg@mers of the @ank, but acquaintances 
*hom he persuaded to invest savings 
th him. They were repeatedly ad- 
ed that they were rapidly amassing 
great fortune. When some of them 
ormed him. that they thought their 
wxtunes sufficiently great and suggest- 
#ed converting: them into real estate, 
Montgomery ridiculed the idea and in- 
formed them that it was so invested 
that to withdraw it would greatly re- 


Ome of the sufferers is an aged widow 
living in the East End. For years Mont- 
gomery was an intimate friend of the 
family. He had advised the husband, 
who, when he died, left his wife $10,000 
insurance. | % “ 

Montgomery suggested to. the widow 
that she dllow him to handle the in- 
surance money for her. He declared that 
Within a short time he could increase 
it to a million or more. He explained to 

' her the technicalities of the stock mar- 
ket and drew a picture of her money 
doubling itself almost daily, if properly 
invested. She fell into the trap. 


' “Allowance” for Victim. 
She never received her insurance mon- 


ey. It-went direct to Montgomery. He 
told her he had made a fine investment. 
She finally suggested that the money 
be, withdrawn and invested in proper- 
ty or placed where she could occasion- 
ally get her hands on it, but the cash- 
fer. refused. During all this time she 
had received only enough money to 
lathe and provide for her.

One of the’ oldest and most famous 
men Belleville ever produced is dead in 
Blue Rapids, Kan.° He was Dr. Wil- 
liamson F. Boyakin, and he was 102 
years old. 

He chewed and smoked tobacco and 
drank whisky all his Hfe an dat what- 
ever he pleased; and he was so well 
that on his 100th birthday he made a 
speech of an hour and 15 minutes. Up 
to a year before he died he chopped the 
firewood burned in his home and did 
the chores about his little farm. 


Ate What He Pleased, 
In his later years he was often asked 


what rule he followed to attain so great 
an aye and keep so strong. He always 
answered that he lived by no rule. He 
ate what he liked, and did what he 
wished. 

Dr. Boyakin was strong and well until 
a year before he died. On his 100th 
birthday the people of Blue Rapids, 
Kan,, held a great: celebration in his 
honor. 

In 180 Dr. Boyakin was a Baptist 
preacher in Salem, lll. Two years later 
he moved to Bellevilie, and lived there 
until 1869. He edited a pro-slavery pa- 
per in Belleville and was a friend of 
Stephen A. Douglass, Later he became 
a friend and supporter of Lincoln. 

Protege of Jackson's, 

Dr. Boyakin was in the service of Gen. 
Andrew Jackson.in the battle.of Horse 
Shoe Bend, and Gen. Jackson sent him 
through college. When he came out he 
read law inthe office of James K. Polk, 
afterward President. Later he graduat- 
ed im medicine, and then became oa 
preacher. 

His greatest fame came through the 
newspaper he édited in Belleville in the 
just before the war.

BLAMES OIL MAGNATE 
Wealthy Miner Says Banks 
Were Crippled by $500,- 
000,000 Outlay. 








As the result of spending $500,000,000 
to secure a controlling interest in the 
Mexican National and Méxican Central 
railroads, both dominated largely by H. 
Clay Pierce, chairman ef the Board of 
Directors of the Waters-Plerce Ol! Co., 
the Republic of Mexico is facing the 
most serious financial crisis in its his- 
tory, according to Bouicourt of 
Cindad, Porfirio Diaz, Mexico. 

Mr. Boulcourt, who is the nager of 
large Mexican mining propéfties, de- 
clared to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
the Jefferson Hotel last night that the 
Pierce railroad deal has bankrupted Un- 
Cle Sam's sister republic and brought 
ruin to hundreds of its leading citizens. 

Banks Depleted. 

*“‘No bank in Mexico is lending any 
money today,’’ said Mr. Bouicourt. 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
down our way that Mr. Pierce, who ig 
regarded as one of the most important 
of the Standard Oil magnates, owned a 
majority of the stock of the Mexican 
Central Railroad. He was heavily in- 
terested also in the Mexican National 
property. Pierce’s agents carried on 
the negotiations for the transfer of the 
two roads to the Mexican Government. 

Hopes for Rally. 

“We understand, however, that the 
deal was not profitable for Pierce, as 
the Mexican railroad properties had 
been an elephant on his hands for many 
years. 

“Just what price the Government paid 
for this stock has not been made pub- 


lic, 

“The depression in the United States 
added hardships to our financial strin- 
gency and now no man in Mexico can 
predict what the outcome of the prevail- 
ing conditions will be. 

“The country is rich and resourceful, 
however, and its mining properties are 
only partially developed. 

“The Government, until recently, de- 
voted its chief energies to manufactur- 
ing and railroad enterprises. Agricul- 
ture, however, is now coming in for a 
large share of its attention.” 
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The Supreme Court in Jefferson City

At its meeting Tuesday afternoon, the 
Board of Election Commissioners will 
decide whether Senator Thomas E. Kin- 
ney is to have a Democratic opponent 
in his race for re-election, from the 
Thirty-first District. .

Refused to Withdraw. 

When Mike Kinney refused to with- 
draw at their request, they began to 
plan the defeat of Senator Kinney. 

They attempted to persuade former 
Senator John P. Collins and Charles 
Boggiano to declare themselves, but 
were unsuccessful. Then they urged 
Dr. Westbrook to run. 

Senator Kinney has filed with the 
Board of Election Commissioners a pro- 
test against the accepfance of Dr. 
Westbrook’s petitions. He alleges that 
the petitions were circulated in blank 
and that Dr. Westbrook’s name was not 
incorporated in them until Friday. 
This allegation was partially corro- 
borated by the testimony of Committee- 
man James Covington at a hearing of 
the Board yesterday. 

Petitions Were Blank. 
Covington said that the petitions were 
blank when they left his hands, but re- 
turned to him, bearing the name of Dr. 
Westbrook. 

The Thirty-first senatorial district em- 
braces four precincts of the Sixth ward, 
and all’of the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
wards.

MELBOURNE, May 5.—After listening 23 days to 
the tangled evidencé in the Wallace divorce suit, in 
which charges and counter charges followed rapid- 
ly, Chief Justice Sir John Madden delivered an ad- 
dress ta the jury which is to all practical purposes 
a judicial outline of woman's social sphere in Aus- 
tralia.

Wife Likes Masterful Husband. 


Why, His Honor continued, should any husband 
allow his wife 2 large sum simply that she might 
dress herself for idlers of cafes to look at her. In 
his own house the husband must be master, and 
must command. That comment might be misinter- 
preted, but in every happy house the husband was 
master. True, a home was the wife’s kingdom, and 
a good husband would “llow her to feel that she was 
chief.

Sad Procession of Six Prison- 
ers Marches to Depot in 
Chillicothe, III.

CHILLICOTHE, IIl., June 6.—Six men, 


none of them under 4 years of age, 
and one of them past 70, were arrested 
here today and taken to the County 
Jail in Peoria, on charges made by 
three girls from 12 to 17 years of age. 

Those arrested -were Isaac Taylor, 
John Davidson, Isaac Carter, William 
Brown, Ed Walker and C. H. Shaw, all 
living here. William Miller, whose can- 
dy store is said to have been the scene 
of the alleged offenses, has been sought 
in vain, although a warrant was issued 
for him with the rest. 

Most of the people of Chillicothe 
were at the train when the six men 
boarded it in dreary procession and 
were taken to Peoria. There was no 
demonstration for or against them. The 
town is divided in its opinion as to the 
guilt of all the men accused, although 
there is a wide belief that such prac- 
tices have been going on. 

Mother Informs Authorities. 

The girls were Stella Truitt, Bessie 
Trapping and a girl named Knicker- 
bocker. Their stories came to the hear- 
ing of State’s Attorney Scholes as a re- 
sult of the statements made by the 
mother of ab6-year-old girl, whom the 
county authorities attempted to take 
from her. The woman told the authori- 
tles there were other girls who were 
in more need of looking after, and con- 
vinced them of the truth of her story. 

Both the prisoners and the girls will 
probably be held until the Peoria County 
Grand Jury convenes. Trials, if indict- 
ments are found to replace the warrants, 
will take place in September.

Proposed Ordinance Is to Be 


Submitted to Association 
for Approval. 








CHEAP RATE PROMISED 





City to Receive Five Per Cent 
of Receipts and Hold 
Option.

The Executive Committee of the West 
End Business Men’s Association has 
adopted a resolution indorsing a pro- 
posed ordinance granting an _ electric 
lighting franchise to the _ Interstate 
Light and Power Co. 

Charles F. Ziebold, former president of 
the association, says the committee will 
submit the resolution to the association 
at its meeting Wednesday night, with 
the request that it be adopted. 

The proposed ordinance grants the In- 
terstate company a 50-year franchise and 
provides that the grantee shall give a 
bond of $250,000 to commence work with- 
in 180 days after the ordinance has been 
passed. 


Free Light for City Buildings. 
The ordinance further provides that 


the company shall not charge more than 
3 cents per 1000 kilowatts for its elec- 
tric light service, that it shall furnish 
light to the city at 2 cents a kilowatt 
hour and that. it shall light all the 
municipal buildings free, the Water- 
works and pumping stations excepted. 

It is provided also that the company’s 
‘rates shall be subject to regulation by a 
public utilities commission, that the 
company shall pay the city 5 per cent of 
its gross receipts and that the, munici- 
pality may have the option of buying 
the plant after 10 years. 

The office of the Interstate Light and 
Power Co. is on the ninth floor of the 
Victoria Building. UH. Carroll Alford, 
engineer, is the representative of the 
company there. He told a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday that efforts 
will be made to interest all the other 
business men’s associations in St. 
Louis in the proposed ordinance and 
that any of them so desiring will be 
given representation on the company’s 
board of directors. 


Present Organization Temporary. 
Mr. Alford explained that the com- 


pany was incorporated last year under 
the laws of South Dakota. It is au- 
thorized to issue $15,000,000 of common 
and $10,000,000 of preferred stock. Mr. 
Alford added that only a small amount 
of the company’s stock has been sub- 
scribed up to date, and that the pres- 
ent officers and directors of the com- 
pany are only temporary. 

The present officers are Julfus C. Hal- 
ner, president; W. Frazier Stewart, sec- 
retary; S. Duke Martin, Patrick H. 
Clarke, A. B. Howard, Arthur Chapman 
and others, directors.

Evangelists Newell and Dean 
Using Modern Methods 
in East St. Louis. 





HAVE A PRESS AGENT 


Attractions of the Gospel as 
Preached Under Canvas 
Strikingly Portrayed. 





. In a converted circus tent Evangelists 
W. R. Newall and I. R. Dean have 
opened a one-month’s stand of religious 
revivals to convert East St. Louls. It 
is the largest camp meeting East St. 
Louls has ever had. The immense tent 
at Fourteenth and State: streets, with 
a seating capacity of 4000, furnishes the 
modern method of drawing the public 
to gospel meetings. 

Before it&8 conversion, the tent was 


the home of a 8-ring circus, No lions 
roar under the canvas now. Yaks do 
not display their queer heads, barking 
seals Go not wave firebrands, and 
cream colored horses with resined backs 
do not bear gay women over the saw- 
dust arena—but the sawdust is there. 
The two carloads of sawdust covering 
the ground itn the tent gives the place 
the familiar flavor. The four 60-foot 
center poles each holds a waving pen- 
dant bearing gospal tidings. 

Ice-water in barrels at the entrances, 
electric arc lights, and electric fans lend 
their share to the comfort of the au- 
diences. A flat has been rented across 
the street from the gospel grounds for 
us@é as & women’s restroom. A tent will 
be erected near the main tent to be 
used as living quarters for the evange- 
lists. 


Acquaintance in a Square Meal. 
On Thursday and Sunday of each 
‘week supper will be served frve in the 
tent, and continuous hourly meetings 
}will be held on those days from 3 p. m. 
to 8 p. m. Mr. Newall says that the 
supper serves to get the people ac- 
quainted. 

“It is wonderful how much acquain- 
tance is contained in a square meal,’’ 
he says. 

Arrangements have been made for the 
official publication of the gospel pro- 
ceedings daily in an Bast St. Louis 
newspaper, which is on sale at the 
tract stand. The “copy” is prepared by 
the official press agent. Huge 24-sheet 
posters 21 feet long and 12 feet high, 
announcing the meetings and describing 
the revivais, have been displayed on 
numerous circus billboards throughout 
East St. Louls. Neighboring cities and 
country districts have also been exten- 
sively ‘“‘billed.”’ 


Gospel Work Not Sempational. 

“We have not adopted sensational 
methods in our gospel work,’’ Mr. 
Newell told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
‘“‘We simply use modern methods. We 
want to talk to the people. It is 
necessary that we get them to come 
out before we can talk to them. Many 
sit on their porches of summer even- 
ings and do not go to church. If a 
g0spel wagon drives up they will listen 
to what is said. 

“We are doing this on a larger scale. 
We pitch out tent and take the religion 
to them. We have adopted what we 
think is the best method of interesting 
the people in our work.”’ 

In theofficial reports of the meetings 
published during last week no hesita- 
tion is made about comparing the ‘‘mod- 
ern methods’ to those of the circus 
in a publicity campaign. The comforts 
provided are described in the official 
report in these words: 

“Ice water at the doors in barrels 
recall the camp meeting days of long 
ago, and electric fans span the dis- 
tance between the past and present, giv- 
ing all possible comfort to worshippers 
of modern days. 

“Under full electric light, when the 
choir of 600 voices is singing and the 
5000 listeners are in their seats, one 
may well exclaim, ‘How Amlable Are 
Thy Tabernacles, Oh Lord of Hosts.’ ”’ 

In announcing that the meetings were 
ready to open. the official writer said: 

Pink Lemonade Barred, 

“The tent is constructed, and its bil- 
lowy waves are harnessed to earth by 
many wires—the basis of the countless 
electric lights which will furnish light 
as brilliantly as -ight is furnished in a 
circus tent at night. In putting on the 
finishing touches a workman fell 
through the tent making a rent in the 
canvas. But he lit on the canvas pews 
much as an acrobat might have bounc- 
ed to safety in a genuine circus, and 
after tessing up and down for a minute 
or two found himself uninjured and 
sound in wind and limb.” 

There ~s no pink lemonade at the 
tent. Ice water quenches the thirst. 
There is ne peanut stand. The tract 
stand has en sale the tracts, hymn 
books and efficial papers. No gaudy 
canvas posters tell ef the wonders ex- 
hibited. Immense canvas billboards 
near the main entrance tells what is go- 
ing on inside. There is no parade but a 
muntf-celored gospel wagon with music 
and a female quartette passes threugh 
th streets nightly and invites the public 
to the meetings. 

The Rev. H. Isaacs assists the evan- 
gelists, and has charge of the personel 
workers’ classes and children's meet- 
ings. Lecal ministers and choir of 500 
voices from local church workers as- 
sist in the meetings. There will be no

Then 
Shelton sent in a right to the stomach 
that caused Harry more pain. Trendall 
jabbed Shelton hard with a straight 
left but Trendall was slow getting away 
and Shelton got in another body punch 
that caused Trendall to turn pale. Shel- 
ton then got in a clinch and missed an 
upperqut. In backing out of the clinch 
he left his guard down for an instant 
and Trendall missed a hard right for 
the jaw by the narrowest of margins. 

Professional Experience Counted. 

Shelton, urged on by the confidence 
gained by the hard punches he had 
sent in on Trendall in the earlier part 
of the round, rushed in with a hard 
right overhand swing for the jaw. Tren- 
dall then showed where the professional 
fighter’s experience counts. He slipped 
inside with a hard lefthand hook to the 
body which sent Shelton reeling back.

HOGS UP; DECLINE LATER 





Sheep Supply Good—Horse Market 
Active—Strong Demand for 
Good Mules. 





Better tone In general dominated the 
cattle markets last week, notwithstand- 
ing a heavier supply. The receipts of 
16,000 head was not a sufficient increase 
to offset the good request. Arrivals the 
previous w were 13,000, against 19,200 
two weeks 0, 15,000 a month ago and 
23,000 during the same week of last year. 

The beef steer trade closed the period 
at a general advance of 40 cents, though 
for some of the pretty good kinds that 
advance has been exceeded and, on the 
other hand, some sales of plain me- 
dium cattle have hardly been more than 
20@30 cents higher. The week’s top was 
$7.20 for one car of prime 1350-pound 
kinds. Choice cattle, 1200 to 1400 pounds, 
were numerous at "36,85@7. 10, and the 
bulk of the medium to good beeves 
commanded  $5.85@6.75 and included 
choice 700 to gts pound steers, up as 
high as $6. 

Choice Cows Higher. 

Good te choice cows and heifers closed 
the period fully 2@40 cents higher, but 
cutters and medium classes did not ad- 
vance over cents, while canning stock 
was little, if any, higher than during 
the previous week. The market, how- 
ever. has been active and a fairly large 
supply has sold briskly. Choice to 
prime heifers sold at $6.15@7, and bulk 
of the good to choice kinds sold at $5.40 
@6, with nothing but common and me- 
dium classes under that range. Prime 
cows topped at $6 and bulk of the 
cutters to good fat beef grades sold be- 
tween $3. .%, though quite a few 
choice cows brought $5.25@5.50. 

The veal calf market opened gee 
with $6.75 top, but advanced 25@50 cen 
later, with tops at $7.2. The bull rea 
is active at steady prices. 

The stocker and feeder market the 
past week has been more active than 
any time the past month. Demand has 
been quite broad and the market basis 
has advanced rw 15@25 cents. com- 
pared with the week previous. The only 
drawback to the market has been the 
small supply. which has at no time 
been sufficient to met the outlay.

PARIS, ah 6.—The strangling of 
Adolph Steinheil, the painter, and of his 
mother-in-law, Mme. Japy, is the fascl- 
nating murder mystery of the moment. 
All Paris is talking it. 

At first sight it looked as if burglars 
had committed the crime, and this ex- 


planation was accepted for a while. 
The police are working on this theory 
still, so far as anyone knows to the 
contrary. 

Goron, formerly Chief of Detectives, 
has said: “The detective Hes dormant 
in every man.” .Perhaps it is because 
of this universal latent detective i1- 
stinct that Paris is filled with insinu- 
ations, rumors and thepries anent the 
strangling. 

All of these reports and conjectures 
are based on the fact that Mme. Stein- 
heil survived; the burglars, who did not 
hesitate to commit the murders to es- 
cape discovery, permitted her to live 
and gave her such fine opportunity ‘to 
study their faces that she could describe 
them minutely to the police. 

How La Matin Sees It. 

The Matin throws strong doubt on 
the theory that the detectives pretend, 
at least, to accept that the stranglers 
were burglars. The newspaper empha- 
sizes these points: — 

The assassins must have known well 
the habits of the Steinheil family and 
the “lay of the land’’ in their home, 
152 Rue de Vaugirard. Annette, their 
cook, a tall, strong woman, was away 
on the night of the murder. A watch 
dog which had guarded the house, had 
been sent into the country only a few 
days before. 

The whole family had intended to go 
to Mendon on the evening of the day of 
the murder. Steinheil’s daughter, 17 
years old, had already gone. Strange, 
then, that’ burglars who had planned 
the robbery so carefully did not keep 
watch and make certain that the family 
had left, 

The frent door of the house was 
locked. Reney Couillard, the artist's 
valet, declares that before going to bed 
on Saturday night he took the key from 
the front door and put it on the kitchen 
table. There was no sign that the front 
door was forced; so far from it that 
it was found locked on the morning after 
the murder with the key in the inside 
keyhole. 


Lower Floor Untouched, 
The burglars appeared to have paid no 


attention to valuables kept on the 
ground floor of the house. Not touch- 
ing these, they went straight to the bed- 
room, where Mme. Seinheil slept alone. 
They carried lanterns, whose light so il- 
lumined their faces that she could see 
them perfectly. Nevertheless, during all 
the time the burglars were binding and 
gagging madame, they thought she was 
her young daughter. 

Rain fell Saturday night, but the min- 
lutest search in and around the house 
failed to reveal a footprint or any stain 
or mark left by a shoe. 

There was no evidence of a struggle 
either near M. Steinhell’s body nor in 
the bed where Mme. Steinheil’s mother 
was found strangled. 


Mystery of the Spilled Ink. 
On a little table tn Mme. Japy’s bed- 


room a bottle of ink was ove@urned and 
fell on the floor. Mme. Steinheil insists 
that the burglars must have upset tfe 
bottle and stepped in the ink, for when 
they returned to the room where she 
was lying they kicked her and struck 
her several times and so marked her 
night robes with the ink whose stains 
were found on it. The detectives, it is 
said, are much interested in this bottle 
of ink, but they will nit tell wheher it 
guides then. 

Whoever did the strangling and under 
whatever circumstances, Couillard, the 
valet, does not shine. He acknowledges 
that he heard a noise downstairs Satur- 
day night, but fearing his own life would 
bbe endangered, he remained quiet. The 
burglars did not go up to the. story 
where his rooms are, and he did not go 
downstairs until long after daylight Sun- 
day morning. 

Many reports are afloat. One that 
Steinheil had some very shady acquaint- 
ances, both men and women. But the 
police, with an almost ostentatious dis- 
regard of popular rumor, are still seek- 
ing the stranglers in the haunts of bur- 


glars and thugs.

KTER the midnight whistles have 
sounded and before the dawn has 
lifted the blanket of darkness from 

the sleeping city, you may see the ‘* Night 
Riders’’ of St, Louis at the sport on Lin- 
dell boulevard, between Grand avenue and 
King’s highway. 

No clatter of hoofs will warn you of 
their approach. Only pairs of blinking 
eyes in the distance and great purring 
sound of muffled explosions will tell you 
of their coming. Then the shadowy 
shapes of a big touring car or of a low- 
lying racing runabout will take form be- 
hind the blinking eyes. With the speed of 
an express train they pass you and you 
eatch a glimpse of goggled figures at. the 
steering wheels and others : leaning for- 
ward in the rumble seats and in the ton- 
neaus. A half minute and only the Tliek- 
ering red lamp on the rear axle is visible 
far away down the level street. 

All during the days the autoists watched 
by the fleet motorcycle policemen have re- 
strained the impatience of their panting en- 
gines.

Here is the threat of “the sealed 
document” in a new and startling as- 
pect. Now it is no individual, no 
family, nor political party, no cor- 
poration that trembles for fear a cer- 
tain paper, snugly hiauen away, will 
be brought to light.

Many women in 
high places would lose social! position 
and the respect of their associates. 
Clinton would be shaken to its very 
eore. 

And then, after the first tremendous 
shocx produced by the publication of 
the letters, the town would set about 
regaining its equilibrium.

How Many More Letters? 


And who were the women and how 
many that wrote letters to old Tom? 
The attorneys for Dick Snell, the 
dicinherited, or practically disinher- 
ited son, declare they only know in 
part, They have been permitted to 
sec only a few letters of the ‘hoard in 
the old brown trunk. 

The astounding letters of Mrs. 
Hamilton, the minister's wife, and the 
sensational missives sent to old Tom 
by Mrs. Maybelle Snell-McNamara 
have been introduced in evidence. The 
letters of Eelna Hamilton, the school- 
girl daughter of the minister, who 
wrote to old Snell at her mother’s 
command, have been made _ public 
though they were not introduced in 
evidence.

of Over $100,000 at La- 
porte Farm—Money Kept 
in Cash in Readiness for a 
Sudden Getaway by Mrs. 
Gunness, Who Never Had 
a Bank Account Till She 
Deposited $720 the Day 
Before the Fire

RS. GUNNESS should have 
M been a trust president. As 
an executive and financial 
manager she has had fev’, if any, 
peers among the women of this or 
any other age. 

Estimating the profits of her mur- 
der plant conservatively, she must 
have cleaned up not less than $150,- 
000 and perhaps $200,000 or even 
more. And the remarkable feature 
of her career was the forethougat 
she used, the shrewd attention she 
gave to details, and the general ap- 
plication she made of sound business 
principles to an occupation presumii- 
bly without the pale of business. 
. I have been over her establishment 
near Laporte and studied her sys- 
tem. Investigation has convinced me 
that she made enormous earnings 
and that she worked with the mathe- 
matical accuracy of an expert ac- 
ecountant to make the business pay. 

was convinced of another thing, 
namely, that the bodies dug up in 
the first search formed only a small 
part of the total] number buried on 
the Gunness farm. 

I felt sure the‘*new barn, with its 
toncrete floor, covered One. grave- 
vard, probably much more crowded 
with ‘human remains than was the 
ficw famous barnyard nearer 
house. Probably other cemeteries 
are located in the flelds and at points 
adjacent to the site of the burned” 
heuse. The quantity of dead men’s 
bones hidden in and around the Gun- 
ness home never will be known until 
the whole place is subjected io the 
spade and all the lakes and ponds in 
the vicinity are carefully dragged. 

She was in business for the al- 
mighty dollar, and she did a thriv- 
ing trade. It has been calculated that 
she realized from the murders which 
palpable evidence in the form of 
s \életons and corpses has been found, 
some $50,000. But there was an. army 
of men coming at different times to 
visit her, and then mysteriously dis- 
appearing, who have not been ac- 
counted for and who probably gave 
up their lives and their money to 
swell her fat fortune. 

All the facts and circumstances 
thus far uncovered indicate the $50,- 
000 acquifed through the assassina- 
tion of those whose bodies have been 
found to have been only a fraction of 
her total earnings. In fact, I would 
not be greatly surprised if her in- 
come from the murder trade was that 
‘ much annually. 

And what does an annual income of 
$59,000 mean? It is the interest, at 5 
per cent on $1,000,000. Mrs. Gunn 
could have capitalized herself at 
000,000 and paid a 5 per cent dividend, 
for the fixed charges were practically 
nothing. It would be difficult to 
conceive of an enterprise more per- 
fectly adjusted to the one grand end 
of money making than the murder 
industry conducted by that woman 
with the cold, wicked eyes and the 
merve that never failed. 

In the first place, I was struck 
with the admirable fitness of her lo- 
cation for the work in hand. Sue 
was, as it were, almc-z, in the suburbs 
of Chieago, at a pr we where, with 
ease, she could mak..;..r- way into the 
great city in a lit = .over an hour 
and lose herself an>.

There was no oc- 
casion for spending it and it was laid 
away (and of that I shall speak furth- 
er on) to glut her avarice and pro- 
vide her with luxuries and comforts 
when age should have dimmed her 
cold eye, enfeebled her strong arm 
and caused her hands, so s illed in 
dissection, to lose their s eadiness 
and take on the palsied quiver, She 
was living no “hand to mou b' ex- 
istence like that of most crimina’s. 

Her life problem had ‘been studied 
frum youth to grizzled age. There 
was the past to keep in secret, the 
present to be safeguarded and ren- 
dered profitable and the future to be 
made secure and comfortable. 

Every day of her life she was pre- 
pared for any emergency. No lawyer 
ever faced a court in the trial of an 
important case more fully equipped 
every possible move of his 
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It would have been impossible to 
catch her off her guard. She’ had 
studied every possible complication 
that might arise and was ready with 
a plan for extricating herse.f from 
it. ere never was a day nor an 
hour that she would not have been 
ready to make a “get-away” on five 
minutes’ notice. 

Much of the time she had the farm 
mortgaged. She couldn’t take the 
farm with her if forced to flee. So 
she borrowed money on it, for she 
could take the cash. The only thing 
she would have left behind, would 
have been debts, bodies and (if found 
out) a reputation as odious as any 
human being ever bore. 

But what has become of uer mon- 
ey’? She got $2800 from Andrew Hel- 
gelein a short time before her house 
burned down. She went with him to 
the bank when his check was cashed. 

The day before the house burned 
she ostentatiously deposited $720 in a 
Laporte bank, the first and only bank 
deposit she ever was known to make. 
What betame of the other $2080 ob- 
tained from poor Helgelein? 

A search of the charred ruins of 
the house has not revealed one black- 
ened coin, nor the crisp remnants of 
any roll of bills. Among all the med- 
ley of stuff taken out of those ashes 
there has been no’ money nor traces 
ol! any money. And if there is a mys 
tery about the $2080 she was known 
to have possessed recently, what 4 
greater, more perplexing, more im- 
portant mystery enshrouds the where- 
abouts of the fat fortune she accumu- 
lated by means of murder? 

One thing is certain—the money 
stayed with Mrs. Gunress.

How then did she keep it? Those 
who knew say she wore a mysterious, 
large belt round her ample waist and 
that they never saw her without that 
belt.

The earnings of her murder trade 
were her girdle. They never ‘left: her 
person. If thé’ woman’s body. found 
in the ashes of the Gunness home was 
that of the arch-murdeéress, then the 
money belt was there, too, ahd it -is 
passing strange it’ was not ‘found, 
when there were particles of the 
woman's clothing unconsumed by the 
flames. 

Mrs. Gunness was ‘a thoroughly 
practical woman. - She surrounded 
herself with everything needed in ber 
business. That. which was superfiu- 
ous or unnecessary she discarded. She 


had no impedimenta. 

A barn was made to serve several 
purposes. It houses the stock which 
brought in much of the revenue for 
the maintenance of her murder plant. 
It also provided sleeping quarters for 
employes on sypch nights as she ex- 
pected to be busy with a particularly 
big “job,” requiring unusual care and 
caution. And-then, the barn could be 
moved and made to serve not only as 
a substantial covering for one of her 
cemeteries, but also would stand as a 
sort of monument to the dead who lay 
beneath. 

The cedars on the lawn had a va-

beauty of the place and helped to. ex- 
cite the cupidity of the visiting vic- 
tims. Furthermore they were a fine 
screen to shut out the house from the 
sight of persons passing along the 
road. The orchards skirting the 
house at the sides and rear not only 
produced fruit, but were also very 
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effective curtains. 

I doubt if there is a manufacturing 
plant in St. Louis so perfectly adapted 
to its object as the murder plant of 
Mrs. Gunness at Laporte was to 
its object. Her inserutible mind 
seemed to have reached out and 
made the most of every detail, even 
the most trivial, and the whole thing 
with her was business. 

Her plan of life began and ended 
with the gathering in of money. She 
was a “business woman” running a 
get-rich-quick scheme. 

Mrs. Gunness would not waste her 
time with “small jobs.” A man with 
less than $1@0 (that seems to have 
been her minimum) was not worth 
killing, or, as she expressed it in a 
letter that has been found, was “of 
no interest to her.’’ 

From this minimum of $1000, the 
amounts she added to her hoard by 
individual murders ranged up to 
$5000, so far as is known that being 
the largest sum taken in by a 
single murder, with one exception, 
that of her first husband, Mads Sor- 
enson, -whose life was insured for 
$8000, which she collected. 

That imsurance. represented the 
value of the Laporte farm, for which 
she once was offered $8500. She de- 
clined the offer, presumably because 
the advantages of the place as a mur- 
der plant made it’ worth more to her 
than $8500 in cash. 

However, it is apparent from these 
figures that her equipment, including 
real estate, was practically paid for 
by Sorenson's insurance, thus leav- 
‘ing her subsequent profits absolutely 
unincumbered, except by the. trivial 
items of newspaper advertisements, 
chioroform and the like. Perhaps the 
farm more than paid current expenses 
of the beusehold, leaving a margin of 
net profit large enough to more than 
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pay for what small supplies were 
needed for murder, thus enabling her 
to put into a permanent fund every 
dollar picked up in that traffic. 

It seems to me there was only one 
source of revenue undeveloped, that 
being a sale of the effects, clothing, 
trunks, watches and other personal 
belongings of her victims, and even 
their bodies. Perhaps, if she had been 
able to continue her career unmolest- 
ed, she would have devised a method 
by which she could have found a safe 
market for all. those commodities, 
thus rendering every feature of her 
business profitable to the utmost 
farthing. 

As it was there were few dollars, 
indeed, that slipped through the 
fingers of that unearthly creature. 
Conscience was an unknown quan- 
tity with her. She carried the motto 
“business is business’’ to its most ex- 
treme limit.. In fact, she was the 
incarnation of the spirit that first 
gave utterance to that motto. 

Life, her own soul, and every hu- 
man sentiment were subjected to 
savagery which held all s. ve money 
making of no account, and which was 
manifested in a business system as 
perfect, as flawless, as methodical,

ECENTLY the Wright broth- 
ers of Ohio have astonished 
the world with 


their aero- 


plane, flying several miles and guid- 


ing the machine as they desired. In 
the last flight made, when the ma- 
chine, through the fault of the op- 
erator, was driven into a bluff and 
wrecked, they were making a mile a 
minute. 

The only limit, apparently, to the 
distance of their flights is the ability 
to carry gasoline in sufficiently large 
quantities. This prebably will be 
overcome and then a flight through 
the Southwest, from St. Louis to El 
Paso, may be within the bounds of 
possibility. 

With the great problem of aerial 
navigation solved, as the Wrights 
seem to have solved it, a considera- 


tion of what they would see on sucn 
a Southwestern trip at the present 
time is of lively interest. And this 
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article gives an idea of what such an 
experience would mean, supposing 
the start to be from St. Louis. 

It would be an inspiring moment, a 


start in a great airship to obtain the 


first bird’s-eye view of the great 
Southwest that mortal eyes ever had 
reveled in. The ordinary traveler 
can see.only a tiny speck of earth at 
a time, and must obtain a large part 
of his information about any coun- 
try through conversations with the 
inhabitants. 

But the Wrights’ advantages over 
the ordinary tourist would be incal- 
culable. They could see the whole 
country at a glance, like a vast pic- 
ture, as they moved aloft with a speed 
faster than the hurricane. And the 
heart throbs at the thought of what 
they would see—a magnificent em- 
pire, bigger than Europe, richer far 
than Burope in its natural resources, 
and being developed by a sturdy 
race of American men and women the 
like of which no other nation of earth 
can surpass. 

Back of them would be the Titian 
red of the sunrise, tinting the Eastern 
heaven with scarlet, old rose, palest 
pink and burnished gold, before them 
the great deep of blue above and’ be- 
low the millions of fat, wavy acres 
of the Southwest. ‘ 

They probably would say farewell 
to St. Louis in one brief backward 
glance. The city still would be 
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slanting rays of the advancing sun 
gilded an occasional pinnacle of ar- 
chitecture, causing it to flash and 
gleam as though afire. Downtown, 
along the river, a veil of smoke, 
graceful and soft in the distance and 
the morning haze, would hang low 
over the city, but to the westward, 
where Forest Park and the shaded 
West End lie, all would be fresh and 
verdant and clear. Before them 
would stretch Missouri, as they 
breasted a metry wind from the 
west, laden with the fragrance of the 
majestic gardens they had started out 
to see. 

As they flew over Missouri a de- 
lightful panorama would pass be- 
neath them, pastoral for the most 
par& but studded and spangled with 
small cities, towns and hamlets, in 
which they could see people on the 
streets, some walking, some in horse- 
drawn vehicles, some in automobiles. 

They would see many large indus- 
trial plants. Railroad tracks would 
be. frequent and now and then they 
would pass above a puffing railroad 
train, traveling at high speed, but, 
O, so slowly and so laboriously com- 
pared to the easy, effortless, graceful 
fashion in which they shot like an 
errow through the pure upper air. 

Presently Wilbur Wright might re- 
mark to his brother: “There is 
Jefferson City.” They could see the 
State House and might recognize Gov. 
Folk on his way to the executive 
office bright and early. 

Not long afterwards they would 
pass the pretty little city of Spring- 
“field and later Monett, with its rail- 
réad yards and roundhouses. Joplin 
would lie not far beyond, and it 
would be a sight well worth seeing, 
with dozens and dozens of mines dot- 
ting all the eountry round about, like 
speeks amid the green. Perhaps they 
would land at Joplin and lay in a 
fresh supply of gasoline, after which 
they would resume the flight toward 
the Southwest, the great, newly de- 
veloped empire of Oklahoma and 
Texas, with Arkansas in the fore- 
ground. 


- Missouri and Arkansas. 


They would see much more in Mis- 
sourl than has been mentioned, a 
thousand times more, but it would re- 
quire a volume to even mention al) 
the things to be seen in crossing half 
a dozen counties. So only the most 
conspicuous details can be referred to. 

The Ozarks are beautiful to the 
summer visitor, but to know how 
really beautiful those mountains are 
probably one should fly over them in 
an aeroplane. The lights and shades, 
the colors, the outlines of the moun- 
tains would make a picture soft and 
rich and warm, gay and solemn, 
silent and august—a picture to make 
the heart stand still in admiration. 
Beyond the Ozarks lie the. cotton 
and corn fields of Arkansas, reposing 
on sloping hillsides, and presently 
Little Rock would burst on the view. 

To the southwest is Hot Springs, 
that place of wonders in the narrow 
valley. A delightful glimpse of the 
town could be had as they flew ovér- 
head, for the day would be well ad- 
vanced and the sunlight, stream- 
ing down from above, would have 
Cispelled the shadows that lay, 
gray and mysterious, on the earth 
when the flight began. A gay

They would see to the south, hazv 
in the blue distance, the Ouachita 
Mountain range, pushing its jagged 
trunk out of Arkansas, and would 
know that further on, in the south- 
western part of the State, they would 
pass over the Wichita, Arbuckle, 
Navajo and Granite mountains, great 
projections of primeval rock, rising 
sheer out of the plains, with fertile 
farms right up to their very rock- 
ribbed sides and farmers busy where 
the ‘tall mountains, when the sun is 
low at either horizon, cast vast pur- 
ple and gray shadows ovér miles and 
miles and acres and acres of fields 
and gardens. 


The Towns and Cities. 


The most amazing sicht would be 
the towns, as thick as the stars on a 
clear night. Everywhere are thriv- 
ing little cities, with busy popula- 
tions, and, in most instances the tall 
chimneys of some manufacturing en- 
terprise rises from the town in monu- 
mental dignity. Even if it is only a 
ectton ofl mill, nearly every town 
has some sort ef a plant for “making 
something” out of the products of the 
rich soil. ; 

Cotton oil mills, planing mills, wag- 
on factories, packing houses, farm im- 
plement factories, feed mills, alfalfa 
meal mills, broom factories, flour 
mills, foundries, machine repair 
shops, coke furnaces, asphalt refiner- 
ies, brick plants—these and dozens of 
other industries would be visible 
with the ald of powerful binoculars. 

Yet, where these thriving towns 
would lie beneath the flying aero- 
plane, there were, less than twenty 
years ago, only mesquite-grown prai- 
rie and silent, rock-strewn hilis. Here 
is a magnificent empire, richer than 
the empire of the Caesars, grown up 
in the space of a few brief years. 

The airship visitor would come to 
the conclusion that nothing short of a 
Homeric epic ever could fitly portray 
in words the almost magical develop- 
ment of this land of milk and honey 
and golden wealth. In some distant 


age, when the perspective of time is spa 


right, a singer will come into the 
world with the genius for telling this 
great story. Till then we can only 
feel a sort of inarticulate awe.

PHOTOGRAPH of a _ sweet- 
St faced young woman, faded by 

more than 30 years, is the only 
clew possessed by a Kansas woman 
who is now conducting a romantic 
search to find out who her mother 
and father were, and. what her own 
maiden name really was. 

The photograph is that of the un- 
known mother, whose life went out 
during the birth of the child who now 
possesses the photograph. That child 
was taken into the home of a kindly 
couple and raised with care and ten- 
cerness, believing herself to be the 
real daughter of the man and woman 
who stood for her in ioco parentis. 

Now, by chance, she has learned 
the truth. Her foster parents gave 
her the old picture the child had often 
seen and always loved in her little 
girlhood, as the only scrap they could 
furnish to aid in the search for the 
mother’s name. 

This is the plight of Mrs. Hattie 
Gordon, wife of Emory Clark Gordon 
of 100 South Valley street, Kansas 
City, Kan. ‘For more than thirty 
years she has been in the family of 
Samuel A. Barnum, and had always 
supposed she was their child, until a 
few days ago when, by an inadvertent 
remark of a neighbor, she learned the 
truth. 

The history of this remarkable case 
is like a chapter out of a romance. It 


was something more than thirty years - 


ago that a young railroad man kissed 
his bride good-by and went. out on 
his run, to be brought back a corpse, 
the result of an accident. A few 
‘months later the young wife gave 
birth to a little daughter, in a private 
hospital in Chicago, and hardly had 
the little girl opened her blue eves 
upon the world, till the mother c.osed 
hers in death, and the little one was 
left in the world alone. 


Longed for a Daughter. 


The hospit T was kept by two sis- 
ters—Dr. Mary Bennett and Miss 
Harriet Callock, and their matronly 
hearts went out to the winsome little 
orphan. One of their closet friends 
was Mrs. Barnum, who lived at the 
corner of Adams and Canal streets, 
and who had often confided to them 
her longing for a baby daughter. 
What more natural than that they 
should tell her the sad story of the 
young widow who had died leaving 
the little girl. 

That night there was a conference 
in the Barnum home, and the next 
day Mr. and Mrs. Barnum went to 
the hospital, and when they came 
away a downy little head was pil- 
lewed safe on Mrs. Barnum’s boson, 
and the little girl was theirs for time 
‘to come. She was christened “Hattie 
Bélle,”” the former name in honor of 
Miss Callock ind the lattter in honor 
Oo; Mrs. Barnum. 

The only trinket that the sisters 
had that had belonged to the mothér 
of the child, was a small photograph 
of the mother herself, and this was 
given to Mrs. Barnum, to be kept :for 
the little child. Mrs. Barnum did pot 
even know the name of the child’s 
parents or anything other than that 
the father had been a railroad man 
and was killed a few months before 
the birth of the child. 

The child was delicate, weighing 
only four pounds .t the time of her 
birth, and it was doubtful if she 
would survive.

The face is that of a sweet-faced, 
refined woman of apparently 30 years 
of age.

Mr. Barnum went to his adopted 
daughter’s house and asked to see the 
little album where the family photo- 
graphs are always kept. Mrs. Gordon 
immediately opened the book at the 
picture of the unknown woman and 
said: ‘Father, is that my mother’s 
picture?”

A PHYSICAL MARVEL. 


By DR. T. A. MARTIN, : 
Of Barnes University Faculty, Specialist in Diseases of Children. 


| HE Lyons child unquestionably is a physical wonder-—a@ 
very remarkable child. I would be stron 
doubt stories about such a strength in am tmfant unless 

they were as well authenticated as are those about that baby. 

I should say that such exercises would be benefiewal to a 
healthy infant, provided only the arms, shoulders end body are
